I • In 1931, my wife, Pluma, and I built a house in north 
; west Pasadena. It was a large area of dead orange trees, 
s high weeds and innumerable gophers. When we tried 
z to start a lawn, we soon discovered that gophers were 
- very fond of green grass. In 1932, some friends gave us 
two cats, Leopold and Cleopatra, which soon were to be 
called Leo and Cleo. These kitties had a ball. Every day 
: was a Roman Holiday and there is no doubt they thinned 
out the rodent population. But Leo was a tom cat and 

1 he had tom cat ideas. One cold winter night he desper- 

2 ately wanted to get ouP. I hesitated and he insisted, so I 
a opened the door and he went out to the cold and rain, 
i never to be seen again. 

•' But, Cleo stayed oiii and started a dynasty that was to 
^ last for years. When we came to Sierra Madre in 1952, 

T we brought the last two kitties with us. Goldie was a big 
; orange cat, lovable and intelligent, while Squeaky was 
? a big cat, snow white, short-haired, and with the mental 
aberration of Mortimer Snerd. He was a goof, but we 
\ loved him just the same. When Goldie and Squeaky left 

■ us it was the end of thirty years of continuous associa- 
^ tion with kitties. But, we were not forever without cats. 

Some were given to us, some arrived as strays, and oth¬ 
ers were rescued when heartless people threw them 
i away. 

One of these kitties was outstanding. Gretta was 
beautiful and loving, but really famous because of her 
j feet. She had six toes on each foot. One day a stray 
1 wondered into our backyard. He was a little male kitty 
! and because of his color, we called him ‘Tiger”. Tiger 
I was very loving and affectionate, but was not happy 
; unless he was with me. Unfortunately, he caught the 
j dreadful cat fever and there was only one answer, a trip 
to the Vet. This heartbreaking event took place on our 
,* Fiftieth Wedding Anniversary. Our neighbors, the Es- 
: toppeys, had arranged for a large party. There was food 

■ andmusic, laughter and gaiety, but not for me. One does 
: not celebrate with a broken heart. 

• Then into our lives came a cat by the name of “Fat 
" Olive”. She came all the way from Connecticut and took 
1 up her home with the Estoppeys. She had a most beau- 
; tiful place to live, a miniature paradise with a wonder- 
: fill rose garden. She was not our cat, but I don’t think I 
; ever had better rapport with one of these incredible crea- 
: tures. The Estoppeys often went away on long trips and 
‘ at such times I took care of the house, and of course. Fat 

Olive. I always fed her at the house, but took her to the 
tool shed at night, where she had a comfortable bed, a 
/dish of water, and she was safe from coyotes. As I car- 
5 ried her down the flagstone path, she mixed my arm and 
; purred at the top of her voice. I was told this was a sign 

• of affection and, if so, her affection was deep. I had the 
; holes in my arm to prove it! 

; Each night Fat Olive showed up at our back door. I 
J always gave her a saucer of cream and when she had 
5 licked the saucer of the last drop and said, “Meow,” she 
: would go home. She was a real doll. Sometimes when 
; things are tranquil and beautiful, fate intervenes. Olive 
: was struck by a car and suffered internal injuries. The 
'“Vet said it was hopeless, but even so Roy and Mary came 
over and asked our opinion of what they should do. 

E Huma and I both agreed, by saying, “Put her to sleep and 
^ end her suffering.” 

It was done. Roy made her a box, wrapped Fat Olive 
ih a blanket and put her to bed. The lid was put on and 
«the box was placed in a hole in the middle of the rose 
^garden, where she had spent so many happy days. As a 
; fast gesture Roy placed a large red stone by the grave, a 
I stone he had brought back from Johnson Valley. The 

i next morning the Estoppeys left on a trip that had been 
delayed because of Olive’s illness and death. In the 
’. afternoon I went over to check the house and glanced 
over at the rose garden. There was Mitty, sitting quiet¬ 
ly beside the rock. Don’t tell me cats are stupid. 

In the summer 1992, Mitty developed a terrible can¬ 
cer and again there was only one answer. With Mitty it 
was the end of the line. We had sixty continuous years 
of association with these wonderful furry creatures. For 
all those years they had been a part of our lives. And 
now they are a chapter in that precious book called 
Memories. 


From the Editor's Desk- Mallen Decision Excerpts

Unfortunately, it came 
in too late to splice into last 
week’s newspaper, but the 
good news is, for the sec¬ 
ond consecutive week, we 
can look at the Sallyanne 
Mallen lawsuit, courtesy 
of a 40+ page statement of 
decision from United 
States Circuit Judge Mar¬ 
garet Morrow. Allow me 
to present you with some 
of the highlights, in the 
judge’s words. 

* “Mallen contends she 
suffers from Chronic Fa¬ 
tigue Syndrome and the 
Epstein-Barr Virus, al¬ 
though she provides no 
firm medical opinion or 
diagnosis supporting this 
assertion.” (Those present 
at the administrative hear¬ 
ing will recall the first 
question asked of Mallen’s 
‘expert medical witness,’ 
which was essentially 
(slight paraphrase; it’s 
been a while) Do you con¬ 
sider yourself an expert in 
Chronic Fatigue Syn- 
drome/Epstein-Barr Vi¬ 
rus? The response, which 
raised a few eyebrows, 
was “No,” and was elabo¬ 
rated on to the effect that 
he’d seen a handful of cas¬ 
es (I want to say six; I’m 
pretty sure it was under 10) 
in over 30 years.) 

* “There is no dispute 
that the City granted each 
of Mallen’s requests for 
modified working hours.” 

* “...the evidence plain¬ 
ly shows that the City ter¬ 
minated Mallen because of 
poor work performance, 
excessive tardiness, unre¬ 
liability, and insubordina¬ 
tion.” 

* “...the record shows 


that the City acceded to 
both of her requests for 
modified work hours, and 
encouraged her to remain 
on the modified schedule 
when she elected to return 
to a normal schedule.” 

* ‘The record, in short, 
is devoid of any evidence 
suggesting an available 
accommodation that 
would have allowed 
Mallen to perform her job. 
It is Mallen’s obligation to 
present evidence that such ' 
an accommodation exist¬ 
ed, and that the City failed 
to pursue it.” 

* “The City has demon¬ 
strated that Mallen was 
discharged for legitimate 
nondiscriminatory rea¬ 
sons, and she has failed to 
present any evidence sug¬ 
gesting that the City’s rea¬ 
sons are pretextual.” 

I’m no attorney, but let 
me take a crack at bottom¬ 
lining this one for you. 
There were seven different 
grounds cited in this law¬ 
suit, or as they are more 
formally referred to, 
“Claims for Relief.” On 
not one of those seven did 
the judge find enough evi¬ 
dence (based on the legal 
requirements set forth for 
that relief), not to rule in 
Mallen’s favor, but to sim¬ 
ply let the case go to trial. 
In baseball parlance, this 
wasn’t a case of striking 
out, this was a case of be¬ 
ing physically unfit to even 
approach the plate. Of 
course, it cost the City al¬ 
most $2(X),0(X) to get as far 
as it did. Let me repeat/re¬ 
phrase that for you: The 
City spent $200,000 de¬ 
fending a case th?H 3 fq<far- 


al judge said didn’t have 
enough behind it to even 
get off the ground on ONE 
of its seven contentions. 
Oh, and by the way, ac¬ 
cording to one published 
report, it will be appealed. 

Certain Councilmem- 
bers have taken a position 
about lawsuits, and I think 
Mayor Pro Tern Bart 
Doyle said it best. I’m go¬ 
ing to paraphrase Doyle 
slightly here, but I think he 
would agree that it’s a sen¬ 
timent he has expressed in 
public: The City is being 
hauled into court not be¬ 
cause it’s doing anything 
wrong, but because certain 
residents are disagreeing 
with policy decisions. Fur¬ 
thermore, when the legal¬ 
ity of those issues IS raised 
before a judge, the City’s 
legal backing in the actions 
being taken is (to date, 
anyway) invariably up¬ 
held. 

When Doyle said words 
to this effect, I think that I 
quoted him, and did put it 
in a news story or two, be¬ 
cause the fact that he said 
it was a news item. It was 
a public statement by a 
public official. Since this is 
in large part an opinion 
piece (that’s why it’s on 
page two) let me speak for 
myself and not for Doyle 
(he’ll be relieved). Bart 
was right. 

Judges (yes, plural, as in 
more than one of them) 
have backed the City on 
the Tree Lawsuit, the De- 
Designation Lawsuit, and 
now the Mallen discharge. 
It’s pretty easy to demon¬ 
strate that the issue of the 
lawsuits is.pietextual,- not

over the law, but over the 
policy decisions. Consider 
the dedesignation issue, if 
you will. There has been a 
contention that election 
law was violated by the 
mailers that went out prior 
to the election. If the elec¬ 
tion had gone the other 
way, and the voters had 
said, “These properties 
have to remain on the list,” 
would the same people 
have filed the same law¬ 
suit, and contended that 
because the mailers were 
illegal, the result should be 
invalidated? Of course not. 
Because it wasn’t really 
about the legality of the 
mailers, it was about the 
dedesignation of the prop¬ 
erties. 

The voters elect coun- 
cilmembers to make poli¬ 


cy decisions. Those coun- 
cilmembers make a lot of 
unpopular policy deci¬ 
sions. That happens in ev¬ 
ery city I’ve ever heard of, 
and it’s just a fact of life. 
That’s how representative 
democracies work. If 


councilmembers make 
what you think is the 
wrong policy decision too 
often, vote for someone 
else next time around. But 
can a city with revenues as

She explained, “It shows the rest of the city that we, 
as Catholics, are part of Los Angeles.

“See what I can 
look at every morning when I sit down for breakfast?” 
she asked. Looking out her window, I noticed the clear 
view of our beautiful Sierra Madre Mountains. I replied, 
“Yes, you have a great view of the mountains.” But what 
she was referring to was not the mountains. A large stat¬ 
ue of the Virgin Mary stood in a place of honor in her 
patio. Glancing toward the statue again, Lucile’s face 
was full of simple joy. She was soaking in yet one more 
special connection with her faith, as I realized how obliv¬ 
ious I had been. 

When I asked Lucile to describe what spirituality 
means to her, she replied, “I’ll leave it up to you to put 
it into words. You are the journalist.” But then she found 
the words - words I could not begin to describe in the 
wonderful way she did. “It means the most of anything 
to me,” she explained. “It gives me strength.” She con¬ 
cluded, “I consider my faith a gift. I thank God every day 
for it.”
